1 . Claims 18-22 were withdrawn as in the Office action dated 1 1/04/03, Paper No. 
6. Hence, claims 3-17 remain pending. For further clarification claims 18-22 have been 
canceled as indicated in section 3-B.

4. Claims 3-1 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 3, the claimed features "a first set of relationships that define 
relationships between the group website objects and the group objects, wherein the first 
set of relationships comprises: a first type of relationships that define which group 
objects have access to each of the plurality of group website objects; and a second type 
of relationships that define which group objects appear as content for each of the 
plurality of group website objects" in combination with other element of the independent 
claims would not found anticipated or obvious over the prior art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed. 

The closest prior art, U.S. Patent No. 6,067,548 issued to Cheng, relates to a 
organizational database used as an underlying information system to support 
distributed. U.S. Patent No. 6,463,461 issued to Hanson et al., relates to a system and 
method for communicating information among a group of participants connected to such 
networks using a dynamic distribution of data but fail to teach the above limitations.
